A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Yasuda. 

Yasuda (fig. 10) fig. 13A0 teaches a stack of piezo elements #31 with appropriate 
electrodes #36, nickel extensions #33 and a electrically conductive corrugated external 
conductor connecting the nickel extensions. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9, 11, 15, 16 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Yasuda or Okawa in view of Bindig. 

Yasuda has been discussed above. Okawa (Figs. 4 and 8) teaches a piezo 
stack with nickel extensions #26 connected electrically via an anisotropic plastic 
conductor 323. Neither Yasuda or Okawa use wire mesh, knitted metal knit or metal 
foam as the external electrode connecting the nickel extensions. However, Binsif (col. 2 
lines 55-57) explicitly teaches these materials for connecting piezo stack electrodes so 
as to avoid breaking of these lead connections due to their elasticity. Thus for at least 
this reason it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use e.g. wire 
mesh connectors in either Yasuda or Okawa. 
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Claims 10 and 12 are allowed.
